THE great act of religious devotion set for the tenth day of 
Tishriin the Jewish Calendar, has been yariously estimated and 
often much misunderstood. It has sometimes been regarded as a 
Eacrifice, the self-infliction of abstention from food and drink, as the 
price paid for forgiveness of sin and the remission of its consequential 
reward, It has been thought of as possessing mystical powers for 
those who observe it, a reconciliation with an offended Deity and 
an assurance of future blessing. And it has been represented as @ 
mere roll-call to all our people, the faithful and the faithless among 
them alike, so that all shall conventionally in accord respond: “I 
am an Hebrew and I fear the Lord.” Butif it partakes of some of 
or of all these characteristics and, incidentally, of others which if 
has adopted in the course of ages, its basic meaning which it hag 
retained through all is still that which attracts the Jew. It igs 
the provision it affords for profound religious contemplation, the 
Opportunity it offers for the plumbing to the soul's very depths 
by every individual. It sets apart a day in each year when men and 
women can close the door of the outer world shutting out its infinite 
distractions, and thus, alone in mind and in thought with Him, 
commune with God, And itis because His immanence is thus brought 
nearer to them that Jews set the store they do upon the day of Kippur, 
That is why, in its turn, the day searches out, in us all, that Jewish 
Consciousness—the consciousness of the mission on earth with 
which the Almighty has charged us. That election is the Jewish 
belief, it is at the very root of Judaism. And year by year the 
Atonement stresses and impresses the fact with all its implications, 
strengthening anew the Jewish spirit in all those who range them: 
Relves beneath the standard of our Faith. 


A Candid Explanation.

HY do you not come to Church? Write and tell me, 
f am intensely interested. This legend met my 
eye in the course of a peregrination the other day 
through one of the northern suburbs. It was affixed to 

«hbureb. and Tam bound tosay it at once occurred to me that the 
.piritual head of that particular place of worship was something of 
a live wire.. I imagine that the replies he received must have 
contained some remarkable “ human documents.” It requires little of 
the giftof romance to conjure up the variegated nature of the stories 
that must have reached the good Minister. They must have told 
sometimes of starved souls, more often of starving bodies., They 
must have come from those upon whom the light of Religion had 
never dawned, and those in whom its rays had been shut out by 
trouble and distress, and sorrow mounting up to the darkness of 
despair. Bat the legend told undoubtedly of the absence from that 
tlouse of God of many who should have been within its precincts, 
and still more important, of the earnestness and the zeal which 
urged the one responsible for the spiritual welfare of that congrega- 
tion not to recline with folded arms, or shrug his shoulders at what 
he deemed the inevitable, but to face the question of the non- 
tle dig- 
dained spinning theories, more or less satisfying, to account for 
the paiicity of worshippers. He went to them and he asked of 
them: “Why? 


attendance of his congregation freely, fully and bravely. 


The legend to which I refer brought to my mind a question 
akin to the one which was its burden. I wondered what replies one 
of our Rabbis or Ministers would receive were he to place in the 
corridor of his Synagogue a notice something tothe following effect, 
and display it on Sunday night and Monday next. It could run; ~ Why 
do you come to Synagogue? Write and tell me. I am intensely 
interested. Or, if that would not convey the exact truth, he 
might word it: “Your replies would be of great interest to the 
cause of Judaism.’ I venture to adumbrate this questioning not 
ironically and not hostilely. I do not mean it as upbraiding or 
as reproach, although it would be a puzzle to formulate the 
query in words which could not possibly convey that meaning. Why 
do the Children of Israe! flock by their thousands to Synagogues, 
ancient and of mushroom growth, the permanent and temporary, 
on the Day of Atonement, when every other occasion for con- 
gregational worship draws them at most by the hundreds and 
sometimes not even by Minyanim? 


The cynic will have hig 
reply. 


He will sneer at the one-day Jew who thinks to salve 
his soul by a few hours attendance at a place of 


worship 
minus his breakfast—perhaps. He will tell that the 


reason is 
to be found in an age-long superstition that seems to bubble up 
year by year when men feel that something is going to happen 
to them, something untoward and unpleasant,.if they do not 
“turn up ’—as it is termed—on Yom Hippur. Or, we will have the 
earnest embittered Jew who will point to the inconsistency involved 
in this huge flocking on just one day in the year tothe Synagogue, 
and, decrying it as a grave and gross religious misconception, he will 
be inclined to damn our Faith and allconcerning it. He will talk af 
random about the ethical valuelessness of ceremony and fasting and 
indeed of institutional religion, and will probably wind up his oft- 
told oration with an assurance that he is proud to be a Jew, buf 
that he refuses to take part in all the nonsense and the humbug thag 
Attach to the Synagogue and that cling round the Jewish religion. 
So I could go on setting forth the imaginary replies that would 
come from this class of Jew to the question I have formulated. 


Nor would it be difficult to think out some replies that would 
coine from non-Jews.

Tere are manifold problems that require dealing with, which arise 
from the transparent lack of interest that prevails among congregants 
during the Service itself. 

Take, for imstance, certain parts frequently repeated having reference 
to sacrifices of animals, etc. What moral or spiritual lessons can one 
take from such? 

How many congregants take an interest in the reading of the Law 
and Ma/ftir? It may be somewhat daring to pnt it in cold print; but it 
would not be untruthful to state that many worshippers indulge in @ 
little chatter ng about everything except Judaism. Can Orthodoxy 
remedy this? Does Orthodoxy stil) retain its spiritual example? If it 
is to be judged by synagogue worship. then the cmpty benches on the 
Eabbaths and minor festivals is a very striking answer to its influence.—

A Word from the Old Street Magistrate. 


[ havo just had an opportunity of a talk with the O17 
Street Magistrate, Mr. Clarks Hall, with whom I discussed }; 
recent reference in a case before him to the name of “ Mos; “ 
(writes a representative of Tae JewtsH CHRONICLE). | 

It will be recailed thas in the course of the hearing of the casq 
in question, a young servant from Wales complained that her gooidg 
bad been held by her employer named “ Moss,” on the ground that 
the employer had paid part of her wages in advance to enable hor 
to pay the fare to London, and that she was leaving before earning 
the advanced money. She pleaded that she left because she found 
that the people were Jews. 

It is the general practice of Metropolitan Police Magistrates not +9 
grant interviews to representatives of newspapers. As I happen to know 
Mr. Clark> Hall Lasked him if he could rot deviate from this rigid rulg 
in view ofthe widespread publicity his observations received and thea 
incalculable harm which such publicity carries in its train. Moreover, [ 
poiuted out that the official communiqué issued by the Secretary of tho 
Jewish Board of Depaties who had written a letter of protest on behalf 
of the BoarJ, namely, that “a satisfactory reply has been received from 
Mr. Clarke Hall,” conveyed next to nothing to the Jewish public, 

The Old Street Magistrate who, by the way, is known as one of th 
most humane and sympathetic magistrates on the Bench, and who had 
on more than one occasion addressed purely Jewish audiences, began by 
Saying “I feel that [have quite uniatentionally hurt the feelings of a body 
of people for whom I have the deepest respect." He made it c'ea- that Mr, 
Rich was not to blame for having issued only the meagre statement to 
which I have previously alluded, because he (the Magistrate) felt that he 
could not give any explanation in writing to the press in deference to the 
practice to which I have referred, 

Mr. Clarke Ilall stressed the fact that he did not intend to cast—nor 
wou 4 he dream of castiog—the slightest slur upon the go0d name of an 
ancient and honourable race for whom he had tho greatest respect and 
mG EN ihe particular sentence to which exception had been taken 

as, he admitted, unfortunately worled ; the interpretation applied to i§ 
Was quite natural, and he was extremely sorry that his words should 
have given rise to what was a misconception. 

What he intended to convey was that girls coming from country 
districts ought not to go to people of a different Faith, and this applicd 
not oniy to Jews. We cifed the analogy ofa girl who might have been a 
Caivanistic Metholist from Wales, and whose prospe:tive employers 
were, for example, Roman Catholics living in Limechous> by the name of 
Brown. When he used the word “ suspicious,” he did not intend it te 
apply specitically to Jews, but more in a general sense. 

Itold Mr. Clarke Llall that in view of his past references to Jews the 
Sentence in question had come as a great surprise when if was published, 

“{f am particularly anxious,” he said, “that thore should be n9 
impression that Iam in the slightes’ hostile to Jews. Itis not true.’ 

I put it to the Mag strate that there were many cases where servant 
girls in the employ of Jews were perfectly happy and treated with creater 
consideration aud generosity than they were by some members of theic 
own Faith. 

He agreed. 

“TI know,” he said, “how kind and geneicus many Jews are. Ig 
fact, among the most generous people whom I have ever come across are 
Some of my Jewish friends.” 

Mr. Clarke Hall confessed that he was very much annoyed when he 
saw the report in question in the papers. “I never write to the papers,” 
he said, “ or I should have written saying that the worts used by me gave 
& Wrong impression.”

“Old Boys” of Stepney Jewish School, 
From tho Rov. J. F. STERN. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sin,—Those who are responsible for the management and tha 
maintenance of the Stepney Jewish Schools, will share my gratifica. 
tion in reading the tribute to the “ Stepney Spirit” paidin his letter 
to your columns of last week, by my old friend the Rey. A. A. Green, 
who knows the school so well and appreciates so greatly whatit las 
been to, and done for successive generations of those Stepney boys 
and girls who have passed through its walls. To myself it would 
indeed be a great pleasure to join with Mr. Greenin greeting 
those “Old Boys” and “Old Girls” as well, who would cara 
to meet together in some convivial way to talk over old times, 
Such a gathering would perchance. arouse a new interest in 
their alma mater.on the par& of those who owe to tha 
School the opportunities upon which their present careers in 
life have been built up. To my knowledge, not a few of them hava 
attained positions which would enable them to become subscribers 
to their old School without any great sacrifice to themselves and 
with results that would help to relieve the Committee of the anxiety 
that has of recent years pressed heavily upon them in their efforts 
to maintain the efficiency of the School, and to continue those 
many activities for the benefit of the rising generation that have 
gathered round it, and made it a great centre of social enterprise ia 
the district. To quote a passage from a recent annual report of the 
Schools: 


“The Stepney Jewish Schools are more than a local institution. | 
They have helped to build up the life of our Community in this 
country, and have done not a little to shape the ideals and to mould 
the conduct of the generations who have passed their childhood within 
its walls. The Committee do not make alarge demand upon tho 
Community, but they are experiencing the vast difference between 
“enough” and “just too little.” With but a little more help from the 
Community they could be freed from anxiety, and their activities 
would be untrammelled by the constant warning of their Treasurers 
that there is not enough cloth from which to cut the coat. They 
earnestly hope that the response of the Community in the coming year 
may be such as to enable them to maintain the Schools in the high 
place which they have occupied until now in the advancement of 
education and of Judaism.” 

I would commend this appeal especially to those old Stepney 
boys and girls who are in the position to respond to it. As I write 
Ihave before me a letter received during the past few days by Mr, 
Louis Cohen, the Headmaster, himself an old Stepney boy and 4 
pupil of William Ashe Payne, from the father of a present pupil, 
who has nearly gained a scholarship at a Secondary School. Ha 
writes: 

“Allow me to take this opportunity of thanking you and all the 
Masters at the Jewish School for the way they have taught my 
son . . Ican assure you on behalf of my wife and myself, thas 
the teaching he has reccived from you all since he has been under 
your tuition is a great credit to the School, and we wish to tender 
our heartfelt thanks, and trust our other som . . » and our 
daughter . . . willalso profit to the same extent.” 


If it may be permitted to one who is no longer the occupant of 
a pulpit to indulge at this season of the year in a word of homily 
to these ‘Old Stepney Boys” who intend to respond to Mr. Green 4 
invitation, I would say in conclusion, it is only those who realisa 
the appeals that Rosh Hashana and Kippur make to every thinking

CCCCLXIII.—Capital Punishment. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 
It is my custom each year before the Day of Atonement torun through 
ie Liturgy of the Day in order to prepare twyself to follow intelligently 
the Synagogue Service. In doing so this year I was struck by the formula 
of the Great Confession. The catalogue of sins to which the community 
of israel confesses is indeed extensive. As you will remember the 
(enfession is in the plural number in order to «tress responsibility, the idea 
beige not that any individual is guilty of al) the sins, but that while every 
ind: vidual is bound to be guilty of some of the sins, Israel as a whole is 
ofthe wholelist. The catalogue produces mixed feelings, which are 
heightened by the grand finale which appears at the same timeas asortof 
commary. We pray for forgiveness for the sins for which a burnt offering 
was necessary. for those for which a sin offering, and so on, through the 
whole category of sacrifices, until finally we pray to be forgiven also “for 
the «ins for which we deserve any of the four death penalties inflicted by 
a Court of Justice, namely, stoning, burning, beheading and strangling.” 
In the environment of the synagogue, in the atmosphere of the Great 
Day, under the influence possibly of the large congregation of which one 
is a member, these words do not make as great an impression as when 
they are thought over quietly in the study. Moreover, in Hebrew their 
reaction on the mind seems to be less striking than in English. Their 
first effect is to make one consider the general character of capita! 
punishment among Jews to which these four sorts of death refer. 
Strangely enough, the Torah kaows only two methods of capital 
pobishment—stoning and burning. Beheading and strangling are not 
mentioned in the Torah. So far as one can gather it would appear that 
quite ancient times the most general method of inflicting capital 
punishment among Jews was by stoning. The congregation stoned 
the victim with stones until he died. Naboth was stoned ; it would seem 
that murderers were stoned. The only deviation in the Torah from the 
penalty of stoning was that of burning, which was specifically prescribed 
in two definite cases: one, where a priest's daughter was guilty of 
immorality, and secondly, in cases of incest. Death by burning meant 
what it denoted; usually the house of the victim was burnt over his head 
and his body was reduced to ashes. Perhaps you will recall the threat 
of the Ephraimites to Jephthah because he omitted to enlist thel 
co-operation in his attack on the Ammonites: " We will burn thy house 
upon thee with fire”; or the Philistines’ threat to Samson's wife if she did 
not procure for them the answer to her husband's riddle. 
In later times the interpretation put upon stoning and burning as 


methods of capital punishment seemingly deviated considerably from 
those set forth inthe Torah. 


A criminal condemned to death by burning 
was not actually burnt, but according to the Wishna a hard cloth wrapped 
in a soft cloth was wound round his neck: two men kept on pulling 
the cloth backwards and forwards nntil the victim automatically opened 
his mouth, then a lighted cord was thrown im and his inwards were 
burnt. Certainly this may be described as burning, but the body was not 
consumed—the body was not burnt to ashes. Again, in the case of 
stoning, the Wishna describes the prevalent method which had even less in 
common with the ordinary conceptionof stoning than even that of burning. 
A criminal sentenced to death by stoning was taken to a high place—a 
wall or a raised platform-and thrown headlong into the space below. 
ihe expectation was that he would be killed on the spot. If he still 
remained alive, one of the witnesses threw a heavy stone on to his heart 
in the hope thereby of killing him in this fashion. If this did not suffice 
the rest of the congregation threw stones at him until he died. 

Various explanations have been suggested for the Rabbinic deviation 
fiom the plain meaning of the Torah. Note that it was the Pharisees 
who, for good or bad reasons, decided upon departing from the words 
of the Torah. This is a point that should: pot be overlooked: it indi- 
cates that the Pharisees were alive to the paramount importance of 
making law accord with the needs of life. Vhat were their reasons 
for changing the method of execution mentioned in the Jorahk? Some 
have suggested that foreign manners and customs, and the example of 
other nations were responsible for the change. But this explanation has 
not found universal approval, and another which has a good deal to be 
said for it has been put forward. It is that in their strife with the 
radducees concerning the belief in the Resurrection, the Pharisees found 
' necessary under all circumstances to preserve the human body. A 
dy that had been burnt to ashes could not coveniently be fitted 
‘nto apy scheme of Resurrection. Consequently, the Pharisees hit 
“pon @ method of death by burning which kept the body intact, 
«od thereby also kept intact the chain of their argument in support of 
‘csurrection. There were Rabbis too, however, who held that death by 
ning was shameful, and, in their respect for human life, even for the 
“fa criminal, they endeavoured to find a method of capital punish- 
ot which, while in accord with the spirit of the Torah, removed the 
éefulmess of the process. A similar kind of argument has been used 
« sccount for the change in the method of stoning. 

As for beheading and strangling, though these are not mentioned in 
/orah, they formed part of the criminal code of the Rabbis. Behead- 
was easily deduced from the Torah text. The text gieclares: “He 
sheds human blood, his blood shall be shed at man’s hand.” The 
‘derer, therefore, who shed blood was condemned to death by a method 

eby his blood should be shed, and he was decapitated by means of a 
word. Btrangling was the penalty for beating parents or for stealing

All of them written in Thy Book.’—Psalm 16. 


One of the outstanding symbols used to illustrate the purposes of this 
macred season is that of a Boo’ —S“° 43 9BS—the Book of Life, written by 
the hand of God, sealed with His seal, in which the record and the 
destinies of His children are inscribed. The choice of this symbol is not 
surprising, for books have been among the most sacred of Israel's posses- 
sions. The love of books was a Striking characteristic of the Jewish 
character, long before an era of cheap printing made rcading So easy 4s 
to become a pastime, rather than a pleasure. One of our historians says: 
" Israel remained faithful to scholarship throughout all her humiliations. 


Whenever a royal edict commanded the Jews to leave within 
three months the country, where their fathers had been buried 
and their sons had been born, the treasure which the Jews 


were most anxious to carry away with them was—their books.” We 
have certainly done our share as a people in kecping alive the love 
of books. To one book in particular the Jew has devoted, and sacrificed 
his life. The Rabbi's advice regarding this book —the Torah —still holds 
good for us as for our fathers! ‘Turn its pages again and again. 
thing will. be found therein. Contemplate it till vou are old and grey. 
Depart not from it. Thereis nobctter guide tolife.” Another of Israel's 
treasured volumes has been the Jewish prayer-book. It has shown him 
doors in life's dark corridors, it has opened for him windows towards 
Heaven.

This sclution seems to be the simplest of all and fits in best with the 
context. In the previous verse the perfection of God's work was pro 
claimed, and by “ work” we have to understand His dealings with His 
creatures in general and with Israel in particular. His decrees are 
always based on right and justice. Israel, as His children, should have 
imitated Him and made their work like His. They, too, shoud have 
striven to be “‘ without iniquity, just and right.” Instead, they corrupted 
His work by being unfitial and “a generation crooked and perverse. 
Retribution followed, and they had to suffer the consequences of their 
sins. In their aMiction they attached the “blemish” to God. He wai 
not good or fatherly or righteous. The retort is then made that He i 
perfect, and the “ blemish” is in themselves. 

There is something very human and up-to-date in the complata and 
answer. Men still rail against the Creator because of injustices bch 
make life bitter, when the unhappy conditions are caused by themscives 
and their fellow-creatures. Long ago the Hebrew philosopher found tt 
necessary to exclaim “God made man upright, bat they have sought out 
many inventions ” (Ecclesiastes vii, 29).

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Jews in the Forces. 


The Senior Jewish Chaplain in Interview. 


From 1917 to 1919, Rabbi M. Gollop, B.A., Minister of the Bayswater 
Synagogue, who acts as Senior Jewish Chaplain to the Forces, was on 
active service as Chaplain in 
Salonika, and was mentioned in 
despatches. Prior to this, he 
acted as Officiating Clergyman to 
the Eastern Counties. At the 
request of the Visitation Com. 
mittee of the United Synagog ie, 
he took up a commission in the 
Territorial Army in June, 1921, 
and was thus the only Jewish 
Chaplain on the Active List in the 
British Army. Rabbi Gollop was 
appointed to the post he occupics 
on the retirement from that office 
by the Rev. Michael Adler, D).5 0. 
He was also appointed on the 
Interdenominational Advisory 
Committee on Army Chaplaincy Services at the War Office—a small 
Committee representing all the leading denominations of this country. 

Rabbi Gollop told me (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative) 
that in view of the small number of Jews in the Army—there are 254 
men in the Regular Army, Navy and Air Force, and 59 officers —no useful 
purpose would be served by visiting individual camps. Therefore, 
ministration to His Majesty's forces could be made effective mainly by 
means of correspondence. 


“It is my policy,” be said, “to write to every individual Jewish 
soldier, sailor or airman at least once in three months with the ebject of 
creating a personal relationship between my correspondents and my self.” 

It is obvious, judging by the tone of thé letters which are received in 
reply, that Jewish soldiers treat Rabbi Gollop not only with respect and 
admiration, but with confidence and affection. 

I asked Rabbi Gollop to say something upon the subject of Jewish 
soldiers and intermarriage. 

“Intermarriage,” he said, “is particularly rampant in the Army. It 
is mainly due to the fact that the Jewish soldier is invariably isolated 
from Jewish society. The stupid prejudices to a Jew in uniform evinced 
by so many Jewish parents is another factor in driving the Jewish 
soldiers out of the fold. The parents in some cases look upon & 50n who 
has joined the fighting forces as the black sheep of the family, and when 
trouble ensues in the direction in which I have indicated, they do not 
seem to appreciate that they themselves are partly to blame.” 

Speaking of the Annual Chanucah Service, Rabbi Gollop said that it 
afforded the Regular Sailor, Soldier, and Airman a unique opportunity of 
attending Divine worship with their Jewish comrades ; it lessened their 
isolation from Judaism and showed them that they were not forgotten 
by the Community to which they belong. The Service also afforded the 
Jewish Chaplain one of the too few opportunities of coming into personal 
contact with the Jewish members of H.M. Forces. 

It is also interesting to note that men are beginning to avail them- 
selves to a greater extent than in the past of Rabbi Gollop’s invitation to 
them to visit him at his home, and hardly a week passes that he does 
not see some of the men who are either on leave in London or who are 
passing through London. 

Rabbi Gollop said that Prayer Books are supplied to men who are not 
in possession of them, as well as Bibles and other Hebrew literature, and 
mentioned that there was a sailor at present on a warship who had asked 
for some Hebrew books to be sent out to him because he wantel to 
improve his Hebrew. Needless to say, his request was granted. 

There were some men who did not join up as Jews because they 
thought that by concealing their Judaism they would get on better. It was 
nervousness of anti-Semitism, the Rabbi added, which made them join 
up under some other denomination and even under an assumel name. 
In many cases he had succeeded in unearthing these ‘“ marranos” and 
bringing them back to the fold of Judaism. 

‘pometimes,” he continued, “there is a certain amount of antipathy 
to the Jew when he first joins the regiment. After a while, however, 
that feeling wears off and the Jew's aptitude for sport as a rule works 
wonders. It is only the Jew who cannot make friends or is a bad sports- 
man who finds, speaking generally, a sufficient amount of antipathy to 
make him feel uncomfortable in the Army, but such cases are very rare 
indeed.” 

“ There are two reasons why the Jew makes a good soldier.” the 
Rabbi declared in reply to the JEWISH CHRONICLE representative's query. 
“In the first place, his intelligence and his adaptability have so 
many outlets in the complex tasks that a soidier has to perform— 
from a tailor to a clerk, from a boxing team instructor to a 
Sergeant-Major—that the Jew is bound to make headway. In the 
second place, his higher standard of attainment coupled with his 
inherent urge to succeed are also of great advantage to the Unit to which 
he is attached. I need hardly mention that sobriety and orderliness as 
well as respect for authority are elements that go to the making of a 
Successful soldier. In this connection, I should like to say that I have 
had personal testimony from Commanding Officers to Jews being the 
best soldiers in their Units.” 

Rabbi Gollop stressed the importance of putting Jewish soldiers in 
touch with the communities which are nearest to their camps both at 
home and abroad. 

“I find,” he said, “that there is a readiness on the part of Jewish 
communities to extend the hand of friendship to the soldier who is a 
Stranger in their midst, and an infinite amount of good has been rendered 
to the cause of Judaism by a number of Jewish communities as far apart 
as Shanghai and Calcutta, Portsmouth and Gibraltar. I would like to

Lost Child Myth Exploded. 


At Warsaw, aJew named, by a strange coincidence, Mende! Beili-, 
narrowly escaped being involved ina blood libel started at Zaklikov, near 
Lublin. The three-year-old son of Councillor BSmaloch, a councillor of 
the village, disappeared while walking with his father. The cry was 
instantly raised that the Jews had seized the child for ritual purposes : 
Witnesses came forward who swore they had seen the child taken into 
Mendel Beilis’ house. Soon after the child was found at the railway 
station, whither he had wandered, having got lost. 

The Jews of the town complain that though the police entered Beilis’ 
house to search forthe child, they refused to grant him a summons 
Against Smaloch and the false witnesses. 


Anti-Semitic Students’ Warning. 
Plain Speech in Roumania. 


[From our Correspondent.] BUCHAREST, 


The Central Council of the League of Roumanian Christian Students, 
aD anti Semitic Union suppressed by the authorities, warns the Govern- 
ment in an official statement, that the continued persecution of their 
body might well cause disturbances at the beginning of the new school 
year. It expresses satisfaction with the success of the Ronmanian 
delegation at the International Students’ Coneress in Paris. 

The Government is requested to withdraw repressive measures. By 
way of tightening its organisation, the Council is enforcing the Oradea 
Mare Congress resolution which forbids members to belong to pulitical 
parties, or to join organisations not including the demands of the 
Christian Student bodies in their programmes. 


Cape Town Chief Rabbinate Dispute. 


Threatened Break Between Jewish Communities. 


[From our Correspondent.] CAPE TOWN, 


At the annual meeting of the Cape Town Hebrew Congregation held 
in Johannesburg recently, a strong protest was made against the assump- 
tion and continued use of the title of Chief Rabbi of South Africa by Chief 
Rabbi Dr. J. L. Landau. of Johannesburg. It is feared that in copse- 
quence of the dispute, there will be a break between the two principal 
Jewish communities in South Africa. 

Cape Town, where the Jewish congregation was formed in 1841, has 
the oldest Jewish Community in South Africa and considers itself to be 
the premier Jewish Community in the Dominion. Johannesburg, how- 
ever, is the city with the largest Jewish population and is the principal 
centre of Jewish life. The first attempts at religious organisation in 
Johannesburg Jewry were not made until nearly half-a-century after the 
foundation of the Cape Town Jewish congrégation. 

The Rev. A. P. Bender, who was born in Dublin and is a graduate of 
Cambridge University, is the Minister of the Cape Town Congregation, a 
post which he has held since 1901. He is a Professor of Hebrew at the 
South African College, and a member of the Council of the University of 
Good Hope. In Johannesburg, Dr. J. L. Landau is the Chief Rabbi of 
the United Hebrew Congregation of Johannesburg, which was formed in 
1915 by the amalgamation of the Witwatersrand Old Hebrew Congrega- 
tion, founded in 1887, of which the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, 
Dr. J. H. Hertz, was at one time Rabbi, and the Johannesburg Hebrew 
Congrecation, founded four years later.

Education Board Formed.

Sixty-ome delegates from all parts of South Atrica attended a 
Conference on Hebrew Education held at Bloemfontein under the 
auspices of the South African Jewish Board of Deputies and the South 
African Zionist Federation. 

The Conference was opened by Chief Rabbi Dr. J. L. Landan, who 
delivered an address on the vital importance of Religious and Hebrew 
Edueation to Jewry. The Mayor of Bloemfontein greeted the Conference. 

It was decided to establish a South African Board of Hebrew 
Education for the purpose of promoting and co-ordinating Jewish 
educational werk throughout the country. The Board will also help to 
train Jewish Religion and Hebrew teachers and to publish suitable toxt- 
books. The headquarters of the Board will be situated in Johannesburg. 
Chief Rabbi Dr. Landau and the Rev. A. P. Bender have been elected 
Honorary Presidents, and Mr. H. Lurie has been elected President of the

Statement by the Ort. 
[COMMUNICATED. | 

The recent reports received by the Central Board of the Ort from 
the Colonies of the Olessa and Pervomaisk regions picture the great 

ferings inflicted on the population of these colonies, as well as on 
many other non-Jewish districts, by the failure of the crops oon year, 

sof the impending crisis became noticecabic at the end of 1927 when 

the ; heoaialien of the colonies, underfed and exhausted owing to the 

partial failure in that year, was compelled to buy food which had to be 

inp ted from other localities. Lack of fodder had a devastating effect 

n the cows and horses in the colonies and a great cffort to save stock 
bccame necessary. 

In order to meet the the e.nergency, allthe credits of the Ort 
intended for the purchase of new cattle were diverted into the channels 
of fool and fodder supply. The most urgent task with which the Ort and 
the organs of state administration were faced at the beginning of 1925 
¢ s to provide the population of the colonies with food and fodder, and 

ove all with secd for the approaching spring sowing period. In 
addition to the monetary grants made by the Central Board of the Ort 
fo: r the above purposes it succeeded also in distributing in kind about 
cne hundred and fifty tons of maize, about fifteen tons of millet, forty 
tons of potatoes and similar quantities of other seeds and provisions. 
Jutin the meantime, owing to a dry autumn and severe winter winds in 
1927-28, the winter crop failed again and nearly nicety percent. of the 
winter sowings perished. 

A special effort was then made by the Ort, the local administration, 
and the colonists themselves, to resow the winter flelds in the spring of 
19238 with new summer crops. Unfortunately the weather in June and 
July of this year. was such as to frustrate this attempt, so that most of 
the new spring crop also perished. 

The position of the Jewish colonists in these districts is obviously 
lesperate. They will be compelled to buy their daily bread in the literal 
meaning of the word; they have no money with which to pay the market 
price for flour. It is absolutely vital to secure fodder for the cattle, 
which will otherwise perish, and it is equally vital to procure seed for 
ihe autumn sowings of 1923. All the state organs are likely to be able 
i supply is rather less than half the quantity required, not to speak of 

be large number of other commodities without which life in the colonies 
would become impossible. 

The effect of the present crisis Can already be seen in the fall in 
prices of cattle and other domestic animals; a horse that cost one 
hundred and fifty roubles will now fetch only fifty to sixty roubles, and a 
cow purchased for one hundred and twenty roubles can be sold for only 
forty roubles. The compulsory sales of domestic animals are almost 
certain to ruin the flnances of the colonists,

The Government report for the second quarter of the current year 
ta‘cs that from Ist April until Oth June, 1928, fhe export from Palestine 
amounoted to £241,223 as agains: £349,952 ia the corres, onding quarter in 
1927. The import during the same period amounted to £1,510,601 as 
against £1,471,419 in the corresponding period in 1927. 

The decreas. in the export figures was mainly due to the fall in the 
@x port of oranges and tobacco. 

Nevertheless the report states that the financial position ia the 
country had improved, that debts were being paid more regularly, that 
the number of dishonoured bills had diminished and thatthe position in 
the market was continually growing better. .

SITE OF MOSES’S DEATH. 

Dr. A. I. Futterer, President of the America-Jerusalem Educational 
Institute of California, came to Palestine a couple of years ago to search 
for the Ark of the Covenant, which he believes is to be found in a cave on 
Mount Nebo ia Transjordan, the mountain on which Moses died. . Dr, 
Putterer has been the first to reach the topof Mount Nebo ia a motor-car, 
Ile believes that the Ark was hidden on Mount Nebo by Jeremiah before 
the Jews went into captivity in Babylon. 

Moved by Dr. Futterer’s achicvement, the Mayor of Medaba, the 
nearest town to Mount Nebo, is asking the Palestine Goversment to 
construct a road from Jerusalem to the Mount to encourage tourist trafic 
to the site of Moses’s death.

UNIVERSALITY OF RELIGION, 

On the occasion of the Tolstoi centenary a special Leo Tolstol 
centenary publication has been issued in Tel-Aviv in Hebrew aad English. 
Mr. Lukerman, who visited the great Russian author in 1991, contributes 
an article dealing with Tolstoi’s views on Zionism and the Jews. 

* Zionism does not please me,” To'stoi is reported to have said to the 
writer of the article, “1t strives for a Jewish Government and I regard 
every government and regime as the greatest evil. Mr. Lukerman urged 
the point that Zionism did not strive only for amelioration inthe material 
sense and that in Palestine the spiritual powers of Jewry would develop, 

“ This too, in my opinion, is entirely superflaous,” Tols‘oi replied. 
“This is the position to which the limitations placed upon the Jews in 
Russia bring them. But I am sure that these limitations will disappear 
and the Jews will be on an equal footing here with every one else. They 
will be able to settle here as they wish.” 

The problem of the existence of Judaism was then raised. 

“ That, too, does not please me,” Tolstoi said. “Toabandon Judaism; 
for what reason? To pass from one falsehood to another. Altogether, 
Iam of ths opinion that every religion is to be likened to a bundle of 
black and white thread. The man who strives for self-improvement 
must choose the white thread and reject the black. Believe me, the 
same virtues are to be found in the Chinese and Japanese.”

The inaugural 
ras delivered by Mr. Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B., on “Some 
Impressions of tue Jewish Chronicle Music Festival.” In the course of 
his address, he said that after an extensive masic \l experience he conid 
say witheut hesitation that the Jewish Chronicle Music Festival was one 
of the most impressive and inspiring musicai experiences of his life. The 
expression of music was a definitive test of sircerity—it gave positive 
and wevative reactions. One could enjoy and be affected by certain 
music, which however, might not be part of one’s own soul, 
He instanced examples of sacred music which revealed the inner 
spiritual significance of other communions. At the Jewish Chronicle 
Music Festival they beard some music which was of their very bone 
and tissu He said “some “ music very advisedly, because there were 
items which, although composed by Jews, were really “assimilated,” 
that was to say, composed in terms of non-Jewish idioms. That, how- 
ever, was an advantage for the purpose of comparison in driving home 
the point that music, to be true of the soul of a peopie, must be “itself” 
and not the pale or even better coloured imitation of ths musical speech 
of other peoples. This test reflected itself in the renderips—invariably 
the more “Jewish” the music, the better the renderings proved to be, 
The Jewish Chronicle Music Festival had done great service to Art by dis- 
covering for the other artistic families of the world the particular beauty of 
Jewish Musicand thereby revealing tothem more of the inner consciousnes4 
of the Jewish sou!—it had wrought well for Jewry itself by recovering for 
many the key which would unlock memories of the past and open vistas 
of the Jewish future—it had strengthened the means by which a richer 
joy in Jewish life could be gained, means that were at band wherever 
there was the willingness to sing and hear and play, and the emotions 
that were kindled would live.

The Oscar Slater Case. 


COSTS OF THE APPEAL. 


The following letter from Sir Arthur Conan Doyle was published in 
Tne Times of Monday last: 

At the conclusion of this case I applied to the Scottish Office to find 
ont how far they would contribute to the costs of the appeal. As the 
appeal was successfal and they were the defeated party, it seemed only 
gost that they should do so. I have now received a somewhat curt 
intimation that they do not intend to make any additional payment. This 
poems a very unfair decision, and I hope that some lover of fair p!ay will 
yaise the question inthe House. The Scottish Office itself is the cause of 
all the trouble and cxpense, since at any time during eighteen years it 
could have found out what the five Judges have unanimously pronounced 
—namely, that the legal procedure was at fault and that the verdict 
could not stand. No trial was needed to show that, but merely an 
examination of the records by a competent lawyer. It seems to me that 
itis they individually who shou'd be liable for the money, sinca it was 
their stupid obstinacy which created the situation. Iam quite ready to 
meet my Own promi¢es and cuarantees—and the lawyers engaged have 
been most generous in their treatment—bat it seems a shocking travesty 
of justice that, having worked so long to set this wrong right, I should 
pow be asked to pay a considerable sum in addition.

CGabirol, you will note, recalis the story of Jacob wrestling with the 
angel and wringing a blessing from the heavenly visitant before releas. 
ing him at the break of day. there is one great blessing to-he sought 
from the Almighty as we—figuratively—wrestle with Him in prayer 
on Yom Kippur, and thatis! rgiveness for our sins. We have to cling 


to the skirts of mercy and not let go uatfl the blessing is ours, 
THE UNREADY, 


The stanza from which | have quoted has another very vivid 
image. The poet conceives himself as all unready to make the great 
journey that awaits every mortal, “Do not bring near my day,” he 
prays, “until I shall bave prepared provision for returning to my 
eternal home.” A load of sin, he realises, is not the sort of luggage to 
take on that great returning. What is it, he asks, that God may ba 
asked to set in the scale against his misdeeds? Gabirol had had many 
trials and afflictions. He had been driven forth from his home, 

‘Remember, I pray Thee, O my God, 
Taat Thou hast driven me rolling and wandering like Cain, 
And in the furnace of exile hast tried me.” 


He realises that his afl ctions were meant to profit him at his lattes 
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end, but be eaks God to place his sorrows in the scale against bis «ins: 


“Let Thy mercies be moved toward me, 
And do not exhaust Thy wrath upon me, 
Nor reward me according to my works, 
But cry to the Destroying Angel: 
Enough!” 
Gabirol dreaded lest, like the Israclites from Egypt, he should ha 
to leave the Goshen of earthly life with his morai and spirituai pr 
vision unprepared. The Kabbis warned us against this unreadinocss. 
Browning puts the teaching into the mouth of a Rabbi he calls * Ben 
Karebook 
“* Would a man ‘scape the rod ?’ 
Kabbi Ben Karshook saith, 
‘See that he turn to God 
The day before his death.’ 
‘Aye, could a man enquire 
When it shall come!’ I say, 
The R tbbi's eye shoots fire— 
Then let him turn to-day”
